Cleveland. Oct. 21. — By a unanimous 
vote at a meeting of the striking wire 
drawers the strike was declared off.

This will pro- 
vide places for all but a few of the 
striken.

At 1:30 p. m. tbe president wac 
driven to tbe First Regiment armory, 
where, together with Mayor Harrison, 
he was received by a large gathering 
nf railroad exploycs. 

After the recaption the president ad- 
dressed the railroad men, eliciting 
from them the warmest applause, a as 
railroad reception at tbe armory was 
President McKlnley's last public ap- 
pearance in Chicago (Uirin.i; the Jubilee. 

An informal reception for the rail- 
way men was held by tbe president 
after tbe addresses. Mr. MeKinley wa4 
stationed In an enclosure on the flrst 
balcony above tbe entrance, where the 
railway men flle<l by singly. As (hey 
came up to the president one by one 
they extended their bands. The praa* 
ident grasped each hand held out to 
him. The presidential party left Chi- 
cago for OoluBbus. 0. 

Csar Coaaratolatad. 

Washington. Oct 21.— At the meet- 
ing of the house of deputies of the 
Episcopal convention a letter to the 
czar of Russia waa agreed upon, in- 
dorsing his peace maAifasto. The reso- 
lution aroused spirited controversy. 
Mr. J. H. Stotsenburg of Indiana urgud 
In vigorous tones that the resolution 
had no place before a church conven- 
tion, but was political in character and 
was more proper for the eonsideratfot 
of concri'ess.

Omaha, Oct. 21.— A bold and unmis- 
takable argument against impsrialiam 
was made by Prealdent David Starr 
Jordan at the session ot the liberal 
congress of religions and it was listen- 
ed to by a crowded church.

Move in Central Kentucky Among Farmers 
Md Sfertsaei te Stop Hutlig 
PartriifesUatilMeit 
Yeur. 

Winchester, Ky., Octobpr 10.— A 
movement has been started here which 
will deprive the local nimrods of their 
favorite sport for one year, and if the 
ai^reements now in circulation in other 
counties And as many substantial signers 
as the one in this county has, there will 
be little or no quail hunting in old Ken- 
tucky until November, 1899. 

This effort is one for the protection of 
partridge, which have been growing 
scarcer and scarcer in tlie RlueKrasa coun- 
ties antil there is little of this popular 
game for milord's game baiti when he has 
apartioolarly looky day in the field and 
glen. 

Realialnff the rapid extermination of the 

birds, and hoping to prevent this, a num- 
ber of gentlemen in this city and county 
have drawn up and secared the siffnataree 
of the leading farmers and sportsmen of 
the county to the following iron-clad 
agreement: 

Iu view of tbefact that pAftrldgM arc becom- 
ing very icaroe lo Clark County, Ky., and In or- 
der to give the few that remain an opportunity 
to multiply and increase In numbers, we, the 
nndertlgned oltlieiu ol Clark Coun ty , Ky. , hereby 
agree not to kill, oatob or entrap any partridaeM 
on our place*, or on the placet of other penoai, 
and further agree not to luftbr any penon or per- 
sona to kill, catch or entrap partrldgw oa our 
placet, until after Noveml>er IS, 1H99. This accee- 
ment hold* good botb for klUing ooiaslvsa or 
iuffcring othera to kUl oa cor plaes* natU after 
NoTtmbsrU.iaes. 

To this are appended the names of 186 
hunters and landowners, and probably 
two hundred more have assented orally 
to the agreement 

It is understood tliat leading spirits in 
two or three nearby counties will also 
obligate themselvee not to hunt or allow 
to be hunted qoail in accordance with a 
similar contract, and th<ir movement will 
apread to several other popular banting 
grounds in different sections of the State 
owing to the scarcity of the formerly 
plentiful Bob Whitea.
